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Molding clay into creative artwork was not the only thing that was 
learned in ceramics classes this year. This elective also focused on allowing 
students to think like artists. Students kept journals to monitor their progress 
and to formulate ideas for each project. All four levels of ceramic classes kept 
busy this year by hand crafting their unique designs. 

Ceramics I introduced the basics to novice students. The students 
learned to use the wheelthrow and how to sculpt and build pots with coils. “1 
feel that ceramics was a good class to take to express my creative side in a 
different way,” said Caitlin Lawes, senior. The students also utilized their own 
ideas for surface decorations and glazes. 

Taking the next step to Ceramics II led students into a more personal 
approach to their artwork. Since they were more advanced, they could create 
sculptures distinctive of their Own imagination and creativity. “The second level 
of ceramics is more about concentrating on the students’ own style,” said Ms. 
Gray, the ceramics instructor. These students learned new techniques and 
developed ideas on how to incorporate nature in their sculptures. 

Ceramics III and IV were more involved than the previous courses. 
Students learned the elements and principles of design. For this level of 
classes, keeping journals was vital for students to make several skillful choices 
about constructing their artwork. “1 feel that my artistic ability has improved 
with taking this class,” said Melissa Spurlock, senior. The students’ projects 
were also entered into competitions, and overall the artwork did well in these 
competitions. The students’ hard work and inventiveness helped motivate 
them to a fun and artistic year.

All teachers had an experience with a student that touched their hearts. These : 
heart-wanning people were w illing to forego higher-paying jobs for classroom 
satisfaction. Sometimes teachers were not given the respect or recognition they 
deserved. Teaching offered one of the toughest jobs in the world, but the roles could 
reverse, with students giving a teacher a v aluable lesson. *‘I once had a homebound 
student who just had her baby. Her boyfrind basically abandoned her; both her parents 
were in prison. But she was working, raising a child, and going to school. Three years 
later 1 ran across her and she was about to graduate from college with a Paralegal Degree 
That proved ANYONE can learn and achieve!” Mr. Alan Angel, science teacher, 
revealed. 

“A former student returned and told me how a short story we read in class had 
changed his life by making him less prejudiced. He was a student who I thought was not 
paying attention and had no real interest in school. It changed my perspective on all my 
students,” Mr. Ron Fredrick shared. 

Teachers sometimes felt that they don't impact their students' lives, then 
learned the opposite. “1 thought one student hated my class. It turned out she was just 
quiet and loved the class. She said she would remember that special year. It was a 
wonderful surprise!” Ms. Pam Fields, drama, said. 

“I helped a student overcome the death of a parent and sucidial intentions. The 
student went on to college and is very successful!"said Ms. Laura Zeller, IIS instructor. 

Teachers w ere normal, and like us, there were times w hen it took just one 
student to change their perspective on education. “ I think working with students every 
day, seeing them complete labs, sewing projects, learning something new is why 1 
became a teacher. I try to touch the lives of each student that passes through my door. 1 
take an interest in them every day!” said Ms.Chris Bruns, family and consumer science.
